The table given below shows the annual vital rates for the period subsequent to the year 1959, for which 'Vital Statistics of India’ has been published. The data in this Tab e 
relate to Municipal towns, with population 30,000 and over, and are based either on final annual figures or provisional weekly figures converted into annual rates. Appropriate adju- 
stments in population are made, if the data for any town could not be included. The data for States not shown are much too deficient for being presented. Even the data for 
States which are shown are deficient to a varying degree. All the same they are being presented to draw attention to their possible use in tracing current trends. Effort has to j^be made 
to improve their completeness. The following limitations may be particularly noted: 

1. The rates for i960 show that the figures based on jthe annual and weekly returns agree fairly closely in the cases of Gujarat, Kerala and Punjab only. The difference between 
the two sets of rates is quite appreciable in other States. 

2. The quarterly and monthly figures seem to have a considerable seasonal variation.
